\ Senator Walsh of Montana, fore- 
cast, agitation for beer legislation in 
the next congress. Known-as a con-

Reactions to the American 
Le- 


gion's referendum proposal were nu 
merous. The Anti-Saloon League 
said in a statement, the vote did "not 
reflect the sentiment of the country 
and-probably not of the legion It- 
self." The league contended that un- 
til the'legion produced a satisfactory 
alternative tcr prohibition its resolu- 
tion "will not be taken seriously." 


Henry H. Curran, president of the 


Association Against- the Prohibition 
amendment, said in a statement he 
believed the legion's majority, vote 
for resubmission of the eighteenth 
amendment would be answered 
by 


similar majority of the nation's vot- 
ers "against any further continua- 
tion of the "preposterous experiment 
of national prohibition."' 


Dr. Wilson's Comment 


In St. Joseph, Mo., Dr. Clarence 


True Wilson, secretary of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Board of Temper- 
ance, said "numbers of staggering 
drunks .disgraced the uniform anc 
yelled for beer" at the American Le- 
gion convention. 


"The legion has again taken the 


wet side," he said in a statement. "I 
am not surprised.. If you have seen 
the outfit that gathered in . Detroil 
as I did, you would be surprised that 
394 men (the number of delegates 
•who voted against the referendum 
resolution) could be found who coulc 
stand up for the constitution and 
decency and sobriety." 


Senator Brookhart, 
Republican 


Iowa, condemned the resolution with 
a remark that "most of those who 
voted came out of wet states." 


Senator Bulkley said he was de- 


lighted and "glad they voted on that 
instead of beer." 


In outlining his proposal for a re 


submission plank in the 1932 plat 
form, Bulkley said neither the party 
nor its members would be pledged on 
the prohibition issue. 
Democratic 


congressmen, 
he 
said, would 
be 


pledged to submit a repeal amend 
ment to the states, but would be free 
to fight it among their own constitu 
ents. 


The Ohio senator would have the 


matter acted upon by state conven 
tions expressly elected for this pur 
pose rather than state legislatures 
In this way, he said, partisan poll 
tics could be ruled out. 


Bulkley held that such a 
plan 


could gather clashing factions with 
In the Democratic party, some o 
\vhom are opposed to a "wet plank' 
and others of whom believe such 
etep should be taken.

NINETEEN KILLED IN 


OUTBREAK IN INDIA 


Hindus 
Fire on 
Moslem 


Group 
After Latter At- 


tacks Pickets 


Srinagar, India — UP)—Nineteen 


persons were killed in this vicinity 
in an outbreak of .communal rioting 
last night when Moslems attacked 
Hindu pickets. 


The Hindus replied with rifle fire 


after 12 of their number had been 
wounded, and the Moslems dropped. 
Another mob of Moslems armed with 
swords and axes barricaded them- 
selves in the native quarter and de- 
fied the police. Business was brought 
to a standstill. 


The London Maily Mail said 
the 


mortalities were the result of a Mos- 
lem conspiracy to dethrone the ma- 
harajah of Kashmir, Sir Hari Singh, 
a Hindu, and replace him -with Inay- 
atullah, an Afghan, who once was 
emir of "Afghanistan for three days 
The latter was said to be waiting on 
the border for developments. 


Srinagar has been the scene of 


several bloody clashes lately. Nine 
Mohammedans were 
killed 
and 


scores wounded in July when police 
interfered in a conflict with Hindus 
The maharajah took charge of the 
situation and was credited with re 
storing peace.

humanity in the World war. 
We 


are gratified to know that large 
numbers of legionaires are heartily 
in sympathy ivith prohibition. We 
appeal to every legion member to 
uphold the constitution of 'the Unit- 
ed States of America." 


Copies of the resolution will be 


sent to the Wisconsin and national

cy. He thinks that Walter S. Gifford, 
who was head of the council, should 
be appointed again and that since 
the council was created 
by act of 


congress and is still authorized to 
act it would not require any further 
legislation, except perhaps to change 
the name to the council of national 
security. 


The plan was first proposed by 


Mr. Coffin early in July of this year 
in a talk with President Hoover. He 
pointed out that the council of na- 
tional defense was reaffirmed as a. 
peace-time body in 1920 and that its 
main purpose was to coordinate gov- 
ernmental bodies in time ot stress. 


"More Subtle Dangers" 
•'I am greatly impressed" wrote 


Mr. Coffin to the president "with the 
similarity of our present situation 
Tvith that of 1916-1917. Because of 
the greatly disturbed and profoundly 
confused state of the public mind, I 
feel that the present is even more 
fraught with potential disaster than 
tvas that ^emergency. We are now 
facing dangers more subtle, 
more 


complicated and far more difficult of 
_ successful solution than were those 
of the earlier period, nor have we 
now present those advantages of pa- 
triotic enthusiasm, in the accom- 
plishment of a definite objective or 
of the material well-being which so 
greatly aided us in this other emer- 
gency period. We 
have 
passed 


through many discouragin% months 
of economic puzzlement, 
financial 


loss, and shrinking values and now 
face a year of business uncertainty 
because of the inevitable re-negotia- 
tion during a bitterly partisan period 
of the international 
debt situation 


sure to profoundly affect our private 
and national affairs. 


"From the experience of my Inti- 


mate association with 
the govern- 


ment during the emergency period 
_of our entry into the war, I am Ira- 
pressed with, the conviction that we 
must again coordinate our govern- 
Snental agencies and so gear them 
•with our civilian mechanism 
that 


our entire national machine may be 
brought into a practical working ao 
coid. 


President Hoover replied also in 


July that virtually the same machin- 
ery was now in existence and that 
the government had available exact- 
ly the same men now in almost daily 
conference at Washington and that 
the revival of the council of national 
defense might 
be viewed 
as an 


alarming 
step. Since last July, of 


course, the crisis has been growing 
in intensity and the 
German and 


British situations have 
intensified 


the gravity of the problem to such 
an extent that 
Mr. Coffin 
argues 


that the public would 
accept the 


council as a lawfully 
constituted 


agency which would gather more 
support than unofficial committees 
or commissions. 


The American Legion's vote on 


the subject may give the president 
reason to discuss the question publ- 
licly, but the chances are he will re- 
gard the present machinery as ade- 
quate.

These are leaf lettuce 
and spinach, waiting until the last 
minute when the ground can be 
•worked and then covering the rows 
with a mulch until frost Is out of 
the ground In the spring.

.eaf lettuce usually Is held over un- 
til spring and comes quickly enough 
sown then, old-time gardeners used 
to scatter It in. the fall 
and 


reap early lettuce from these early 
seedings. 


Spinach Is a very hardy vegetable 


and Is more practical for fall sow- 
ing. Sow it in rows so late that it 
Is not likely to germinate 
before 


cold weather. It It should start 


showing through tho soil give it a 
mulch and It will come through all 
right. This Is the time to plant 
the perennial vegetables, asparagus 
and rhubarb. ~ 


An asparagus bed will last a life- 


time or more. Its establishment is 
a permanent Investment In the pro- 
perty and with ordinarily good care 
it will increase In productiveness 
with each year. Fall la the best 
time to start a bed. Get the plants 
now on sale at seed houses, either 
two or three-year-old roots. Get the 
bed ready to put them out when 
they arrive. 


The asparagus bed needs deep dig- 


ging and all the fertilizer you can 


work Into It, the more the better. 
Set the asparagus plants three feef 
apart each way. A row of them 
down a line fence Is the most eco- 
nomical way of spacing: an aspara- 
gus planting to serve as a hedge in 
late summer if you are cramped for 
room. 


Dig a hole about a foot and a half 


deep. 
In the bottom of tho hole 


raise a mound a feet high, on the 
top of which set the plant. 
The 


roots radiate like the spokes of a 
wheel. 
Spread 
them 
out and 


fill in the soil, firming It down. 
Mulch well the first year so that 
the plants will not be heaved by 
thawing and freezing. 


Do not cut the asparagus until 


the second year after planting. Af- 
ter that the bed will be in annual 
bearing.

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STATE POLICE FORCE 


Since January 1 robbers have visited 


twenty-nine Wisconsin banks obtain- 
ing cash and securities totaling more 
than $110,000. Five of these hold-ups 
have occurred since Sept. 3. No loot 
.Was obtained in two of the banks, of- 
ficials or employes having frightened 
the bandits away before they had time 
to enter the vaults and cash drawers. 
Despite this amazing showing there are 
still many people in Wisconsin who 
believe that the present law enforce- 
ment forces are capable of coping with 
crime of this nature. They believe that 
\vhen a bank is robbed all the sheriff 
has to do is to take up the trail of the 
bandits and capture them. Nothing is 
further from the truth, the experience 
in Wisconsin during the past nine 
months 
demonstrating conclusively 


that our law enforcement machinery is 
-almost powerless when it comes to ap- 
prehending these robbers. 


As long as the present situation is 


allowed to continue there is virtually a 
standing invitation to bank bandits 
from Chicago and other nearby gang 
^centers to come into Wisconsin, loot 
|our financial institutions and be on 
their way without molestation. 


So 
far 
few 
of 
the ' bandits 


have been captured and prospects 
are 
that 
those 
still 
at 
liberty 


•will not 
be 
apprehended, unless 


by accident. This is no reflection 
upon city and county law enforcement 
officials because their activities are 
necessarily restricted to a comparative- 
ly small area and once the bandits get 
out of their jurisdiction or beyond the 
borders of the county in which the rob- 
bery is committed it is -\ irtually impos- 
sible to capture them. It is true there 
is a measure of cooperation between 
county officials whenever a bank is 
robbed but that is not enough. We 
should go further and establish a state 
police system similar to that now in 
existence in Michigan, Pennsylvania 
and New York state. With a mobile, 
active state constabulary these robbers 
could be dealt with 
summarily and 


bank holdups in this state would soon 
reach the vanishing point. Bank rob- 
bers are a crafty and shrewd type as a 
rule and when they know the odds are 
against them they hesitate to pull a 
job. However, the situation in Wis- 
consin is a most inviting one and the 
odds are about ten to one that they will 
escape scot free. 
Of course, Senator 


Elaine and some of his Progressive 
brethren shudder at the mere mention 
of the words state police, but that 
should not deter us from demanding 
the organization of a close-knit police 
body that has the power and the au- 
thority to take up the trail of vhese des- 
peradoes and not rest until they have 
been put behind the bars where they 


- belong. 


Our banking institutions are entitled 


ito every protection and they should 
have it even though Senator Elaine is 
opposed to the state police plan. The 
smaller communities where the police 
force is necessarily small, have been an 
easy prey for robbers. If we had a 
state police force with barracks placed 
strategically throughout the state we 
could give adequate protection to 


, them. 
Of the twenty-nine robberies 


this year twenty-six of them were com- 


* mitted in towns under 4,000 popula- 


tion. That in itself should be suffi- 
cient argument for a state police force. 


ilar conclusions—but every year since 
it became the law. As a result their 
disapproval of prohibition and their 
suggestion that the prohibition amend- 
ment be repealed are entitled to far 
more consideration than similar opin- 
ions by other groups and professions. 


Whether or not the Bar association 


as a body decides to take a leading part 
in repealing the law of which its mem- 
bers so vigorously disapprove, the vote 
of the membership is another milestone 
forward in the march towards ridding 
the country of the discredited Eigh- 
teenth amendment. The action of the 
Bar is no doubt disconcerting to pro- 
hibition officials for without the moral 
support of the legal profession enforce- 
ment of the law with its other handi- 
caps would seem an impossible task.

LEGISLATIVE HEARINGS 


The legislative unemployment com- 


mittee has called a series of nine public 
hearings to determine'whether state 
emergency appropriations, unemploy- 
ment insurance aiid shortening of 
working hours shall be included in the 
relief program to be submitted to the 
special session of the legislature this 
fall. The, hear ings will extend from 
September 29 to October 13. When 
they are finished the committees will 
go into executive session in the capi- 
tol to make a final draft of bills. The 
entire unemployment relief program 
should be ready for the 
legislature 


about October 17. 


The purpose of these hearings is to 


determine the reactions of industrial- 
ists, labor leaders, local officials, farm- 
ers and all other interested parties 
about what relief measures should be 
attempted. 
If these hearings are to 


be of any real- benefit leaders from ev- 
ery walk of life should be invited and 
urged to attend. It is only from mass 
opinion that a comprehensive program 
can be worked out. There are many 
conflicting views on just what should 
be attempted but if a-spirit of coopera- 
tion and willingness to soh e the prob- 
lems before us is shown, they can be 
reconciled and a relief bill that will 
meet the approval of the majority can 
be adopted. There should be no at- 
tempt at class legislation but instead 
an effort should be made to solve the 
problem as a whole 'with a view of 
helping the largest number of people. 


We believe that one of the most ef- 


ficient methods of relief is the plan- 
ning of a public works program over 
a period of say five or ten years or 
developing a state public works fund; 
appropriating funds to the industrial 
commission to expand the present sys- 
tem of employment offices and tp give 
additional funds to the commission to 
gather better information regarding 
unemployment and to stimulate em- 
ployers to regularize work. There are 
other ways of helping too and they 
should be taken into consideration be- 
fore the relief bill is finally adopted by 
the legislature. These, no doubt, wifl 
be brought out at the various hearings 
and they should be given every consid- 
eration. 


We must not adopt the first panacea 


for unemployment that is suggested. 
We cannot afford to make a mistake 
and the ..best way to prevent it is to 
proceed conservatively and intelligent- 
ly, always keeping in mind that the 
adoption of any program must be pure- 
ly as a relief measure and not to pla- 
cate some particular group, or to serve 
the ends of some political party.

Washington —(CPA)— There is a 


strong likelihood that the forthcom- 
ing session of congress Trill give 
some attention to amendment of the 
bankruptcy laws; at least, it is go- 
ing to have a chance to consider 
some questions in that connection.

the economic way is strewn with the 
wreckage of so .many corporate and 
individual businesses that were un- 
able to withstand of the strain of 
the two-year depression, increasing 
attention is being attracted- to the 
plight of the creditor. Indeed, it*is 
made to appear from facts and fig- 
ures assembled by federal special- 
ists, that the creditor is a creditor 
In name only in too many instances. 


• While federal figures 
and 
the 


facts to buttress them may be said 
to be only generalities, they reveal, 
nevertheless, that 
the 
creditor's 


equities melt away as the receivers 
fail ot realize for^them only a paltry 
amount of the original investment. 
• "Whether the department of "jus- 
tice will make ,any recommendations 
to congress ori the subject has not 
been determined, but it is being 
urged that the 
attorney 
general 


would take the initiative and pre- 
sent the subject to congress. This 
course, however, seems unlikely at 
the moment. 


Name Receivers 


Almost daily federal judges are 


naming receivers to conserve the 
assets of bankrupts, but these re- 
ceivers, according to official infor- 
mation, often construe the present 
status so rigidly that they succeed 
in obeying the law and in realizing 
little from the assets at the same 
time. For example, it was pointed 
out that thousands of 
businesses 
that have gone bankrupt under the 
stress of the last two years have 
owned 'trade marks, brands, 
for- 


mulae, patents' and good will em- 
bodied in the name of the concern 
itself. These are assets, it is recog- 
nized, which 
competitors 
of the 


bankrupt would be willing and do 
buy where they 
have a chance, 


thereby increasing the cash avail- 
able for distribution to the credi- 
tors.

'• Further,,it is urged'that in many 
cases the competitors may not be 
.interested in the assets of the bank- 
rupt estate -as represented by stocks 
of-goods, of' buildings or other tan- 
gible property, but the opportunity 
to take over the rights Inherent 'in 
a trade mark, or a brand, or a 
liquid asset of that sort would'be 
welcomed.

PLUCK BROWS 


JUST ENOUGH 


TO KEEP TRIM 


BY ALICIA HART 


As you observe your favorite, fllr.i 


actresses have you noticed that al- 
most all of them have beautifully 
arching- eyebrows? 


There are many famous faces that 


have won beauty or distinction by 
an eyebrow—or, to be.more correct, 
by two eyebrows. Have you given 
your own brows sufficient attention? 


The first rule in beautifying the 


eyebrows is that they should be neat. 
Fortunately the plucked brow that 
looked like a fine pencil line and was 
achieved by tortuous hours with the 
tweezers is out of vogue. 
It was 


always grotesque and often 
hide- 


ous. 


Although it is an error to pluck 


your eyebrows It Is important 
to 


keep their lines trim and shapely 
and to do this you will need to ap- 
ply the tweezers. Only those hairs 
which are out of line should be re- 
moved. If the brows come together 
over your eyes snip out the hairs 
which form this bridge. If they grow 
down too far at the outer corner of 
the eye you may want to shorten 
them. 


Once you have the natural line of 


the brows neat and straight you can 
do much to accentuate them with a 
little artificial coloring. 
You may 


use an eyebrow pencil or the same 
blacking you use on your lashes. 
This is a matter of personal choice. 
Some individuals look better with 
brown coloring on the brows and 
others with black. Try both shades 
before you decide which is most be- 
coming. There is no fixed rule. Just 
because your hair is brown you can- 
not be sure that a brown pencil will 
look better on your brows than a 
black one. 
Sit before your mirror and 
try 


drawing your eyebrows several dif- 
ferent ways.

trla would drop all Ideas of an eco- 
nomic union between them, or

any other sort of union, that the 
German army and navy would re- 
main what they are today, unless

ment conference scheduled for next 
February. 


It would mean also that Germany 


would make no direct or

demands for a return of part or alt 
of her colonies lost by defeat.

•busy four-day 
convention yester- 


day with one of the most stormy 
sessions of Its history as delegates 
•wrangled over tho prohibition res- 
olution and a proposal that the or- 
ganization ask immediate -payment 
of the face value of bonus certi- 
ficates. - 


The latter resolution was defeated 


as a. majority of the delegates fol- 
lowed the advice of President Hoo- 
ver, director Hines of the-veterans 
^bureau and other officials, who ask- 
ed that consideration be given to the 
condition of the national treasury. 
A resolution calling on able-bodied 
veterans to refrain from imposing 
financial burdens on 
the govern- 


ment was adopted. 


The prohlibtlon discussion —. the 


first ever to come before a. legion 
convention — centered, about the 
propriety of the legion declaring it- 
self.' Amid1 cheers and jeers and 
cries of "we want beer"'the. oppon- 
ents declared that prohibition was 
not within the province of the le- 
gion, that nothing could be gained 
by the organization in 
asking the

ingly to the side of the referendum. 
The resolution had been approved by 
the convention's resolutions commit- 
tee after several sessions in which 
it considered a variety of proposals, 
including some advocating legaliza- 
tion of beer.

which was contained in a minority 
report from the legislative commit- 
tee, was defeated, 905 to 507, also on 
a roll call.

In a nation which already has an 


abundance, if not an over-supply, of 
man power foi- industrial purposes, 
Dong realizes that any proposal to 
replace men with machines will not 
meet with favor. But he is looking 
forward to the abandonment of pres- 
ent methods in China. He looks for 
replacement of men with consequent 
production 
of more widely varied, 


cheaper, and better standard of liv- 
ing in China to a plane comparable 
to that of America or Europe.

Railroads May Defeat Their 


Purpose by Clamoring 


for Boost, He Says

Washington—That the granting of 


the railroads' plea for a 15 per cent 
freight rate increase on all commo- 
dities would only defeat the 
rail- 


roads' purpose, an increase in reve- 
nue, prophesied (Thursday) by Phil 
Porter of the Wisconsin Public Ser- 
vice Commission, before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 
His argument is that the present 


trouble with the railroads "is not 
low rates but reduced traffic owing 
to the present general depression." 
He maintains that it would be un- 
lawful and unreasonable in a period 
of commercial depression such 
as 


the country is experiencing at pres- 
ent to grant the 15 per cent in- 
crease. 
'Tarticularly is this true," he said, 


"in respect to rates which under de- 
cisions in other cases are at present 
in effect at higher levels than m the 
recent past or rates which will be 
made effective on December 3. Such 
rates apply from 
Wisconsin on 


cheese, potatoes, furniture, and al- 
most all manufactured articles, 
as 


well as less than carload freight If 
the 15 per cent increase is added to 
them It will result in total increases 
in these rates of percentages rang- 
ing from 25 to almost 200 per cent.' 


The carriers' hope for Increased 


traffic with consequently Increased 
revenue will be defeated by the in- 
crease, he argues, for such an in- 
crease will only throw large amounts 
of traffic to the trucks and water- 
ways. Other traffic will simply be 
unable to move, Porter said, since 
shippers, now necessarily doing busi- 
ness on a narrow margin, will not 
be able to stand the increase. 


In addition to his 20 minutes of 
oral argument Thursday, Porter has 
submitted a supplement brief to 
the Commission regarding the seri- 
ous condition of the furniture indus- 
try In Wisconsin, particularly in 
Sheboygan, Mamtowoc and Two

The full Commission, including
